Senate Report Says 
‘Mob Society Intro- 
duction’ Cost $3,000,- 
000 in Welfare Com- 
missions, Fees.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 5—The 
Senate Rackets Investigating 
Committee charged today that a 
Chicago insurance broker re- 
ceived $3,000,000 in commissions 
and service fees on Teamsters 
union health and welfare funds 
as a pay-off from James R. 
Hoffa for an introduction to 
*‘Midwest mob society.” 

The allegation was contained 
in a report filed with the Senate 
by Senator John L. McClellan 
(Dem.), Arkansas, committee 
chairman. 

It was the second attack in 
two days on the stewardship of 
Hoffa, general president of the 
scandal-scarred Teamsters. Yes- 
terday, in a report to the Senate, 
the committee charged Hoffa 
with protecting racketeers in the 
union leadership and selling out 
the membership. 

In the same report, Harold 
Gibbons of St. Louis, Teamsters 
international vice president, was 
charged with promoting violence 
in a St. Louis taxicab strike and 
oppression of members in the 
Joplin and Springfield (Mo.) 
locals. 

Detroit Pay-Off Charged. 

In addition to the charge re- 
lating to the $3,000,000 “‘pay-off,”’ 
the committee today charged 
Hoffa with receiving “some or 
all” of a cash pay-off of $17,500 
raised by eDtroit laundry owners 
after he intervened in dead- 
locked contract dispute in 1949. 

The $3,000,000 ‘‘pa:-off” was 
collected by Allen Dorfman and 
his mother, Rose, over an eight- 
year period beginning in 1950, 
the committee said. They had 
set up a makeshift insurance 
brokerage firm to which Hoffa, 
then chairman of the Central 
States Conference of Teamsters, 
channeled health and welfare 
insurance business from the Cen- 
tral States and the Southeast- 
Southwest Conference and the 
Michigan Conference of Team- 
sters. 

Hoffa, commenting on today’s 
report, issued a statement say- 


ing: 

“The committee’s policy of re- 
leasing portions of its report 
each day in order to keep the 
-pressure on for a union-busting 
labor bill is just as dishonest as 
the hearings themselves were. 

“You can’t dignify by an an- 
swer the rumor, hearsay, in- 
nuendo and false witness which 
are the tools of this committee. 
The McClellans and the Ken- 
nedys are trying to fool the 
American worker into accepting 
a law which will destroy both 
his union and his standard of 
living.” 

In Chicago, members of the 
Dorfman family were not avail- 
able for comment. 

“The evidence is clear,” the 
committee report said, ‘“‘that 
James R. Hoffa used these funds 
to pay off a long-standing debt 
to the Chicago underworld and 
to the corrupt leader who intro-

SAN JUAN, P. R., Aug. 5 — 
The American governors pre- 
pared to adjourn their fifty-first 
annual conference today after 
passing the usual resolutions 
about federal-state relations and 
other common problems. They 
were convinced that among them 
there might be a next year’s 
presidential nominee and almost 
certainly a nominee for second 
place on the Democratic or Re- 
publican ticket. 

Whatever spot news that was 
developed at the four-day meet- 
ing was eclipsed by the an- 
nouncement of an exchange of 
visits by President Eisenhower 
and Soviet premier Khrushchev 
and the reports on Vice Presi- 
dent Nixon’s travels in Russia 
and Poland. 

The more intangible and per- 
haps the more important devel- 


and private politicking by the 
presidential and vice presiden- 
tiel aspirants in both parties who 
are convinced that governors 
have more influence in the na- 
tional nominating conventions 
than the more widely known 
Senators. 

Two undecided presidential po- 
tentials undoubtedly increased 
their prestige among their lo- 
cally influential colleagues.

COUNTERFEITING 
RING SMASHED 
WITHARRESTOF 


One Seized in County, 
4 in Louisiana — 
They Passed $10,000 
In Fake $10 Bills. 


A St. Louis counterfeiting ring 
has been smashed with the ar- 
rest of one man in St. Louis 
county and four in Louisiana, it 
was announced 

Garry Stigall, agent in charge 
of the United States Secret Serv- 
ice here, said the group passed 
about $10,000 in bogus $10 bills 
in the last several weeks. They 
were passed in @ widely scat- 
tered area of the Nidwest, from 
Chicago to New Orleans. 

Dallas S. Barr, a _ taxicab 
driver who has been under ar- 
rest since last Wednesday, was 
described by Stigall as ringlead- 
er cf the conspiracy. Plates and 
negatives for the counterfeit 
bills were seized in a raid on 
Barr’s home at 918 Glen road, 
Webster Groves. 

Three other members of the 
ring were arrested yesterday at 
Lake Charles, La. They identi- 
fied themselves as Melbern E. 
Rhodes, 33 years old, 6300 block 
of Hobart avenue, Wellston; 
George G. Koines, 37, of the 
700 block of North Kingshigh- 
way, and Norman S. Bennett, 
36, an ex-convict, 9900 block of 
Natural Bridge road, Berkeley. 

The fifth man, who said he 
was William J. Lindquist, 26, of 
the 4200 block of Cleveland ave- 
nue, is held at New Orleans. 

The conspirators admitted 
printing $50,000 in counterfeit 
bills, Stigall said, and $840 in 
bogus money has been re- 
covered. None of the bills was 
passed in St. Louis or St. Louis 
county, the men said. 

Barr, 28, was charged with un- 
lawful possession of printing 
plates in an information filed in 
United States district court. He 
is held under $5000 bond in City 
Jail and will be arraigned Fri- 
day before United States Com- 
missioner Irvin S. Gamble. 

Stigall said the bogus bills 
were not of good quality and 
would fool only persons not used 
to handling money. He described 
Barr as a selftaught technician 
who is not an engraver. More 
than half of the $50,000 in bills 
printed by Barr were destroyed 
by him because of obvious flaws, 
Stigall said.

Patrolman George Ogden, who 
was patrolling a beat in the 
neighborhood, heard the crash 
and reported the incident. It was 
the latest of a series of instances 
in which weakened cornices or 
parts of exterior trim have fall- 
en from buildings downtown.

To a question as to whether 
the two visits of the Premier 
and the President would be a 
prelude or a substitute for a 
summit conference, Khrushchev 
replied the meeting was designed 
primarily to discuss problems 
between the two countries. 

“It is not designed to discuss 
matters relating to other coun- 
tries,’ he said, but added that 
what affected the Soviet Union 
and the United States also af- 
fected other powers. 

“But it cannot take the place 
of the summit conference, which 
will be a useful thing,” he said. 

“Our position on meetings of 
the leading statesmen of dif- 
ferent states, is well known, 
Khrushchev said in his opening 
statement. 

“We favor that heads of gov- 
ernments, or heads of states, or 
people endowed with high trust 
or authorization should meet 
often and exchange opinions. We

COULD KILL AL 


TOKYO, Aug. 5 (AP)—Dr. 
Linus Pauling, American Nobel 
prize-winning chemist, said at 
Hiroshima yesterday he is almost 


*super-bombs” In existence to kill 
everybody or almost everybody 
on earth.” 

Pauling, of the California Insti- 
tute of Technology in Pasadena, 
estimated the United States has 
stockpiled 75,000 nuclear bombs, 


*‘a considerable fraction’ of | 


them ‘‘super-bombs”’ with a ther- 
monuclear, or hydrogen phase, 
and said that the Soviet Union 
has a large stockpile. 

The scientist spoke at the an- 
nual anti-nuclear conference in 
the atom-bombed city. Later he 
told newsmen his statements 
were based on various stock- 
pile estimates published in the 
United States and Canada. 

He said 4000 ‘‘super-bombs,” 
dropped at intervals, could ex- 
terminate all human life. 

Super-Bomb Described. 

By ‘‘supér-bomb,” Pauling said 
he meant a 20-megaton Bikini- 
type fission-fusion (thermonu- 
clear)-fission bomb 1000 times 
as powerful as the bomb used 
on Hiroshima 14 years ago. 

Meanwhile, the death Monday 
of a Japanese seaman who was 
exposed last year to radioactive 
rain from a United States nu- 
clear test threatened to blow up 
a new emotional storm in 
Japan. 

An uproar that endangered 
American - Japanese relations 
arose after the atom-dusting of 
a Japanese fishing vessel, the 
Lucky Dragon, in 1954, caused 
the death of one of the 23 crew- 
men. 

The seaman who died Monday 
was Hirojichi Nagano, chief en- 
gineer of the Japanese govern- 
ment’s survey ship Takuyo. The 
vessel was soaked with radio- 
active rain 186 miles outside the 
Eniwetok danger area July 14, 
1958, An American nuclear test 
had preceded the rainfall. 

The First National Hospital 
said an autopsy. showed the im- 
mediate cause of Nagano’s 
death was a brain hemorrhage. 

The newspaper Yomiuri de- 
clared Nagano was diagnosed as 
having leukemia when he en- 
tered the hospital. 

No Comment on Leukemia. 

The hospital refused to say 
whether Nagano had leukemia, 
whether that blood disease con- 
tributed to his death or whether 
the leukemia was caused by 
radiation. 

It said hig vital organs have 
been placed in custody of hospi- 
tal doctors and specialists of 
Tokyo University.

ON GS AS WAITERS 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 5 (UPI)

today that the Army has ordered 
the reassignment of G.l.s who 
now serve as bartenders and

ski (Dem.), Connecticut, said 
he has been informed unoffi- 
cially that the Army has issued | 
general orders for reassignment 
of enlisted men working in of- 
ficers’ clubs, 

An Army spokesman said, 
“There is no change in the Army 
policy on utilization of enlisted 
men in open messes." The term 
“open messes’ means officers’ 
clubs. 

Kowalski is a member of a 
House Armed Services subcom- 
mittee investigating charges that 
some G.I.s have mn used as 


officers’ servants. Representa- 
tive Melvin Price (Dem.), East 
St. Louis, is subcommittee chair- 
man, Kowalski said reassign- 
ment would save taxpayers ‘“‘mil- | 
lions of dollars a year” and. 
expressed gratification that the | 
Army is correcting ‘wasteful 
manpower practices which we 
have been exposing.” | 

The Army spokesman said 
that present policy limits use 
of military personnel to super- | 
visory positions at places such 
as officers’ clubs, but that ex- 
ceptions are permitted if civil- | 
jans cannot be found for non- 
supervisory jobs. He said con- 
tinuing checks are made to in- 
sure that “already announced 
Army policy” is followed. 
“Where violations are found, 
corrective action is taken,”’ he 
said. 

Kowalski, a retired Army 
colonel, made public a letter he 
obtained concerning the reas- 
signment of enlisted men who 
had been working at the offi- 
cers’ club at Fort Hamil- 
ton, N.Y.

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A Chorus That Died Away 


The $39,228,239,000 defense appropriation 
bill, which now is awaiting the President's 
signature, is $19,961,000 less than Mr. Eisen- 
hower's original budget request. Yet last fall 
many Democrats in Congress were fiercely 
assailing the Administration’s military budget 
as highly inadequate. 

What happened to last fall’s ardent advo- 
cates of more money for defense? Why did 
they gradually subside? Did they too succumb 
to budget considerations, which they used to 
say overawed the. Administration? Or did 
the weeks of testimony—much of it secret— 
convince them that there were flaws in their 
military opinions? 

It is true that several of Mr. Eisenhower's 
proposals for spending of the funds were 
radically changed. But the Gaither, Rocke- 
feller and Senate Preparedness Subcommit- 
tee reports all called for heavier total exe 
penditures, instead of merely transferring 
the funds about as Congress finally did in 
the present bill. 

Only last June, the Democratic Advisory 
Council urged an additional $30,000,000,000 
be spent during the next four years to regain 
“nuclear parity” with Soviet Russia and give 
the Army modern limited-war capability. 
Judging by the lack of results, this 11,000-: 
word paper had no effect at all on the party 
loyals. Neither, for that matter, did the final 
words of Gen. Mexwell Taylor who, resigning 
as Army Chief of Staff, told exactly why the 
Army was poorly prepared to meet a national 
emergency. 

It can be argued that the Senate-House 
conferees. offset this minimal bill by boosting 
the amount of money that the Pentagon can 
use from funds authorized in the past. But 
these would raise the total to only $90,000,000 
more than the President asked. It is at least 
to the credit of the Senate conferees that they 
were able to obtain $379,900,000 more than 
the House wanted. Yet this was $366,100,000 
less than the Senate sought. 

Perhaps the recent admission by the Penta- 
gon that Soviet Russia is ahead of us in inter- 
continental ballistic missiles did have some 
effect on Congress for the bill now contains 
$585,000,000 more than the Pentagon had 
sought for Atlas ICBMs. This means there 
will be 17 squadrons instead of only nine. 
More funds than the Pentagon had advocated 
were also provided for the less advanced 
Titan missile and the solid-fuel Minuteman; 
the anti-missile missile, Nike-Zeus; modern- 
ization of the Army; and anti-submarine war- 
fare. Part of this money was obtained by 
knocking out the huge conventional aircraft 
carrier which Secretary McElroy had ap 
proved. 

As the ultimate protector of the non-Com- 
munist world, this nation should have no 
doubts at all about its defenses. The acknowl- 
edged Soviet ascendancy in long-range mis- 
siles points to one weak svot in our armor. 
In the nuclear age the defender must be 
stronger than any possible attacker if the 
threat of retaliation is to be a deterrent. 

It is up to the citizens interested in national 
defense to decide now to let their Congress- 
men know they want adequate defense until a 
world peace program is adopted. 


Fatal Mode of Expression 


It would appear that the Colorado Supreme 
Court has ruled wisely in deciding that cries 
of “shoot five’ and “you're faded” were evi- 
dence that gambling was going on in a house.

A Lot of Preference 


Political maneuvering for the 1960 Oregon 
presidential primary already has stirred 
enough interest so that voters outside of 
Oregon ought to know just how presidential 
hopefuls can get into, or out of, the Oregon 
primary list. 

Under a new.law, a candidate can get into 
the primary by petition of 1000 registered 
voters and cannot get out of it if such a pe- 
tition is filed. But the law also gives Oregon 
Secretary of State Howell Appling Jr. au- 
thority to enter names if “such candidate’s 
candidacy is generally advocated or recog- 
nized in national news media...” In this 
case the candidate can withdraw by filing an 
affidavit stating that he is not and does not 
intend to be a presidential candidate. 

Secretary Appling thus has large authority 
to determine whether a candidate is a can- 
didate, and a candidate determined to be 
such may determine himself not to be such if 
he chooses. And how does Mr. Appling regard 
candidates under this confusing direction? 

He believes Vice President Nixon and Gov. 
Rockefeller of New York are the only “gen- 
erally advocated or recognized” candidates 
on the Republican side. As for Democrats, 
he believes Senators Humphrey of Minnesota 
and Kennedy of Massachusetts meet the test, 
and Adlai Stevenson also is “advocated or 
recognized.” He is not sure about Senators 


Johnson of Texas and Symington of Missouri, * 


but rules out “favorite sons,” including Gov- 
ernors Brown of California, Meyner of New 
Jersey and Williams of Michigan. 

Perhaps the Oregon presidential primary 
will show some significant popular preference 
for this or that candidate, as the law intends. 
But first of all the primary will show Secre- 
tary of State Appling’s preference for candi- 
dates preferred by national news media.

In answer to a press conference question, 
President Eisenhower frankly conceded that 
there was some danger of “incidents” affect- 
ing Premier Khrushchev's visit to the United 
States. The President said he was certain 
the Government could control this matter. 

The purpose of the Khrushchev visit, the 
President remarked, lies in the hope that it 


‘ean promote understanding and progress to- 


ward peace in the world. Mass demonstra- 
tions, picketing, insults to the Soviet premier 
and so on would damage that purpose, and 
reflect upon the traditional hospitality and 
courtesy of the American people. What can 
the President do to “control this matter”? 


called the problem to the attention of the 
Soviet representatives, who undoubtedly were 
already aware of it. But the President might 
also call the problem to the attention of the 
American people, especially of those elements 
most likely to create disturbances. 

Senator Sparkman has proposed a cam- 
paign for public understanding to insure a 
safe and courteous reception for Mr. Khrush- 
chev. “We don’t like what he stands for,” the 
Alabama Senator says, “but we should never 
give up trying to convince him that this coun- 
try is united behind the President in any ef- 
fort. he makes to find ways to peace.” 

The corollary of this is that the President 
could assure himself of support by publicly 
calling on all Americans to show forbearance 
toward the chief of the Soviet government. 
Popular opinion can make the immense task 
of security arrangements much simpler. 

First of all, however, Mr. Eisenhower might 
address his attention to those “uncontrolled 
individuals,” as he called them, who are most 
likely to precipitate trouble. The President 
knows who they are. Among them are the 
refugee groups that sponsored the Captive 
Nations Week which so-incensed Mr. Khrush- 
chev during the Nixon tour of Russia. 

It is not desirable, and it is not possible 
in a democracy, to forestall criticism of Pre- 
mier Khrushchev, the Soviet government or 
Communism. It is essential to see that un- 
toward and irresponsible incidents do not 
contribute to misunderstanding rather than 
the understanding which the United States 
seeks. A word from the President would help 
to prevent that. 


So St. Louis Can Grow 

Aloys P. Kaufmann’s statement in support 
of the Meramec River development project 
makes very plain how much that project 
means to St. Louis. As president of the Met- 
ropolitan Chamber of Commerce and former 
Mayor Mr. Kaufmann is in an unusually good 
position to know. “We would expect rapid 
development of the Meramec Basin once 
threat of flooding is removed,” he told the 
House-Senate Conference Committee on Ap- 
propriations. “The St. Louis area’s growth 
has reached the Meramec Basin, and it is 
opportune to plan its intelligent develop- 
ment.” 

St. Louis’s continued growth and prosperity 
are important enough, but the importance of 
the Meramec development project only begins 
there, as Mr. Kaufmann went on to show.

DETROIT, Aug. 5 (AP)— 
Edgar A. Guest, ’a poet whose 
works were known to news- 
paper readers around the world, 
died today in his sleep. He 
would have been 78 years old 
Aug. 20. 

Mr. Guest’s housekeeper said 
physicians indicated he suffered 
a cerebral hemorrhage. 

At the height of his popular- 
ity, Mr. Guest was among the 
most widely read men of his 
time. His name was most fre- 
quently associated with the first 
line of one of his most famous 


poems: “It takes a heap o’ 
livin’ in a house t’ make it 
home.”’ 

Mr. Guest had been in poor 


health in recent years. Never- 
theless, his daily poems ap- 
peared regularly in the Detroit 
Free Press and other news- 
papers up to the time of his 
death, 


Often called the ‘‘poet of the 
plain people,’ he preferred to 
be known as a newspaper man. 
He was a reporter, exchange 
editor and a columnist at the 
Free Press before devoting his 
life to poetry. 

At his peak, his syndicated 
daily poem appeared in nearly 
300 American newspapers. He 
produced 17 volumes of poetry 
and for several years appeared 
on a national radio program. 

Mr. Guest was born in Bir- 
mingham, England, Aug. 20, 
1881. He came to Detroit with 
his family when a boy. After 
attending public schools here he 
worked in a drug store before 
joining the Free Press. 

While exchange editor at the 
Free Press he began to write 
poetry, often slipping it into the 
newspaper as an exchange item. 
When his secret was discov- 
ered, he was assigned to write 
poetry once a week. He later 
wrote a daily column, ‘Break- 
fast Chit-chat.”’ 


Mr. Guest's first commer- 
cially printed book was “A 
Heap o’ Livin’,”’ published in 
1916. The boSk ran _ through. 


more than 30 editions and about 
500,000 copies. The poet’s wife, 
Ellen, died in 1945. Besides his 
son, Edgar A. Jr., he is gur- 
vived by a daughter, Janet.

The spring gushed forth from the limestone cliff to form the 
headwaters of the small Ozark stream. For the first few miles 
it was only a spring branch flowing through, golden sand and 


over rock shelves. Water cress 
below the mouth of the spring, 


grew. in large, green clusters 
and youngsters, on their way 


to the rural school, plucked and ate the pungent leaves and crisp 


stems of the tasty plant. 

As the spring branch coursed 
its way toward the major wat- 
ercourse, other springs of less- 
er magnitude added their flow 
to the water’s volume and it 
was now a stream large enough 
to be called a creek, and to 
bear a name. Each creek usu- 
ally was named after a well- 
known inhabitant whose land 
bordered the stream, or after 
some animal or descripitive 
topography that the deeper hol- 
lows of the Ozark hills. Bryants 
creek, Buffalo creek and 
Brushy creek are examples of 
the names these creeks have 
borne since the first settlers 
emigrated to the Ozark regions 
of Missouri. 

These small streams are the 
haven of many species of game 
fish. The gaudy-colored 
“pumpkinseeds,”” of boyhood 
memories, dart under an over- 
hanging shelf of rock when 
alarmed, and swift bluegill 
speed toward the deep water 
where they find sanctuary until 
they are satisfied that all is 
well. Goggle-eye and small- 
mouth bass, often called 
“brownies”, are to be found in 
the boulder-strewn pools where 
the sun shining through the 
leaves of the overhanging trees 
mottle the water and create 


ideal habitat for these two 
fighting species. 
The fly fisherman had 


parked his car some three 
miles downstream from a point 
where the first spring had 
given life to the flowing 
stream. Selecting an assort- 
ment of flies and popping 
bugs, he arranged them in a 
neat row that almost encircled 
his hatband. There were black 
gnats, silver doctors, ginger 
quills, Montreals, royal coach- 
men, Parmachene Belles — 

fact, the hatband resembled a 


that lined the shore and hung 
over the water. After a few 
false casts to play out the 
maximum amount of line, he 
dropped the coachman lightly 
in a pocket where the root 
wad of a fallen tree created 
a swirl in the swift water. The 
fly was allowed to sink and 
the retrieve was started. 


The spinner had made only 
a few revolutions when a 
smallmouth charged the lure. 
The hook was set firmly and 
the limber rod arched with 
the weight and fury of the 
fighting fish. The line was 
kept taut but the bass broke 
water several times in an ef- 
fort to escape. After a few 
minutes the fish tired and was 
brought to net. Two more 
smallmouth were placed on 
the stringer before the fisher- 
man reached the end of the 
pool. 

Beyond the long hole the 
stream narrowed and became 
shallow. Gravel bars had piled 
up on each shore and extend- 
ed down to a fern- and moss- 
covered limestone bluff where 
the water was still and deep 
blue in coloration. The angler 
carefully moved along in the 
shallow water, knowing that 
the noise of footsteps on the 
gravel would send the fish 
scurrying to cover. The coach- 
man was placed back in the 
hatband and a black gnat- 
spinner combination was tied 
to the leader. 

Casting the lure to the very 
edge of the limestone bluff, 
the angler was rewarded with 
a three-pound largemoutn 
bass. A half-dozen sizable gog- 
gle-eye and several bluegill 
were netted from the same 
hole before the sun set and 
the fisherman reluctantly 
called it a day. 


miniature rainbow over the 
head of the stream-wading 
angler. Spinners and extra 


leaders were placed in a small 
plastic box and carried in the 
angler’s pants pocket. 

There are two schools of 
thought as to the best way to 
preserve the fish that have 
been caught, and each has its 
merits. Some anglers prefer 
a creel lined with moist moss 
or large leaves to keep their 
fish fresh until they have fin- 

' ished their angling journey. 
Others fasten a ‘“‘safety pin” 
stronger around their waist 
with the terminal end dan- 

| gling in the water to keep the 
fish alive until the trip is over. 

The fly fisherman had 
placed the “‘safety pin’’ string- 
er in position, assembled the 
rod, and at the end of the 
four-pound test leader he sus- 
pended a royal coachman with 
a No. 3 spinner. Creek fish are 
easily “‘spooked.’’ The angler, 
wearing rubber-soled sneakers, 
waded along with utmost cau- 
tion, using care not to create 
waves that would warn the 
fish as he approached within 
casting distance. Wading out to 
a likely-looking hole, he stood 
still for several minutes before 
making the first cast.

More than $50,000,000 in con- 
struction work has been tied up 
by the work stoppages, and about 
7500 men have been made idle. 

The chief issue in the disputes 
is a “hiring hall’’ clause in the 
union contracts. The unions 
want to retain it and the con- 
tractors want it eliminated. 

This is the only issue in dis- 
pute in the strike of the East 
Side laborers’ locals: The high- 

_ way laborers also are seeking a 
_ 15-cent hourly wage increase. 
Under the “hiring hall” clause, 
the union sends laborers to a 
' job at the call of the contractor 
and the contractor picks the men 
he wants to hire.

PLANES WOULD BE

WASHINGTON, Aug. 5— The 
Federal Aviation Agency says 
that almost all civilian planes 
would be grounded at once in 
case-of a major war. 


This would be necessary be- 
cause of the military loads that 
a war would place on the traf- 
fic control system, the FAA 
said in a statement to the House 
subcommittee on adequacy of 
transport in the event of war or 
mobilization. The FAA added 
that in the event of a limited 
war or of pre-war mobilization, 
civil aviation would continue. 

It said that such a situation 
could be handled within current 
air traffic control capability, 
only by: (1.) departing from the 
practice of separating planes 
proceeding along the same 
course by at least 10 minutes; 
(2.) use of priorities. 

The FAA said that it has un- 
der way an extensive program 
for reducing the vulnerability of 
the air traffic control system to 
damage from nuclear attacks by 
dispersing facilities and giving 
them “‘radiological defense pro- 
tection.”

Freshly Minted 


NEW YORK, Aug. 5. 

JACK PAAR rounded his second year, blinking in the 
unaccustomed sunlight of longevity and nation-wide popularity. 
On the second anniversary the menfolk showed up in dinner 
jackets — “I’ve only worn 
this thing twice,”’ said Paar 
—the ladies in evening 
gowns. 

This was a fine gesture 
of respect but it changed 
everyone’s personality, par- 
ticularly that of Hermione 
Gingold, who looked like 
_ someone else entirely, and 

everyone was perfiaps a 
~ shade more stiff-necked 
than usual. Genevieve, who 
normally looks as if she 
walked out of an early 
Picasso, lost much of that 
hoyden freshness in her 
fancy clothes and even 
Dodie Goodman was sub- 
dued. Still, it was an 
auspicious occasion. 

Two years after all, 
doesn’t put this show back

The key word there is unexpected. Today television 
is so full of the expected. There is a tremendous 
anxiety to please on the lowest possible level. The 
advantage of the Paar show is that it does not so much 
attempt to please as attempt to keep you awake. The 
three ladies, all to some degree regulars, are by no 
means designed to please the eye, the ear or the intel- 
lect. They’re designed to ruffle, to titillate, to amuse, 
maybe even to exasperate and to shock. 


While all the rest of television seems aimed at putting us 
to sleep, the Paar show does keep us awake much later than 
I think is good for us. You never quite know what is going to 
happen next. As Paar said on the show, his program started 
out owing Nielsen two points and the other day Arbitron, one 
of those rating services, tried to convince me that 40 per cent 
of all New York families watched it. (Not every night, I 
guess. ) 

I just hope this popularity doesn’t go to anyone’s head.

A MAN IN THE KNOW writes of daytime television, parti- 
cularly soap opera: ‘What’s wrong with it, it seems to me, is 
the lack of daytime television writers. Most of them are former 
radio hacks, survivors of a more naive era, in which flagpole 
sitting and dance marathons also qualified as entertainment. 
A handful of these stale creators, together with their ghost 
writers, presently control television’s prime daylight hours. 


“But there’s a rift in the gloom. The collective in- 
competence of these radio hand-me-downs is having its 
effect. Soap opera audiences are declining. The main 
appeal now is to the aged and to school—or pre-school 
—children, a highly specialized viewing segment. Night 
time television has done much to elevate the public 
taste. As a result the dailies, with their actionless, 
cliche-tidden, old-fashioned material are becoming in- 
creasingly anachonistic. 


“Not often, but occasionally, it’s true, a fresh writing talent 
will try his hand at sudsy writing. His efforts will almost never 
survive. Clients and networks are still wildly clutching at the 
good old days when mediocrity paid off. The new writer’s stuff 
seems to them to ‘move too fast.’ (He doesn’t repeat the same 
speeches over and over.) His style is judged too sophisticated. 
(A laugh turned up in the script.) Or too intellectual. (It had 
a four-syllable word.) Before long, the youthful newcomer is 
off and away to less frustrating activity.” 

That comes from within the industry from someone who 
presumably knows why soap opera is so full of “put I don’t 
understand” or “I was told not to discuss it.”

A LIMITED INCOME after 
retirement need not limit pleas- 
ures and recreation for older St. 
Louisans. 

Within the metropolitan area 
—and within the reach of per- 
sons of reduced incomes—are 
opportunities for companionship, 
education and fun. 

Because loneliness is often 
the biggest problem of later 
years, especially for the wid- 
owed, Senior Citizen or Golden 
Age clubs have sprung up in 
nearly every community, within 
walking distance or a short bus 
ride from most homes. 

Scores of St. Louis area 
churches of most denominations 
today offer recreational and fel- 
lowship programs for those over 
60, with scaled-down activities 
and dues schedules. 

Many have scheduled their 
meetings during the day for the 
benefit of those who hesitate to 
go out in the evening. Activities 
range from bingo to book re- 
views, from singing to square 
dancing, from needlecraft to re- 
ligious discussions. 

Practically all are for both 
men and women, although the 
age bracket varies according to 
the club. One, which began 20 
years ago as a club for those 
over 30, has grown with the 
years until its membership now 
is in the 45:to 60 Bracket. 

Some charge no dues. Others 
have dues as little as 10 cents 
a month, with additional charges 
occasionally. for bus trips or 
other special outings. 

Among the busiest gathering 
places for St. Louis’s older peo- 
ple is the Senior Citizens Center 
at 5600 and 5800 Arsenal street. 
Open Monday through Friday 
from 9 a.m. to 4 p.m. and often 
in the evenng, the center offers 
recreation, instruction in art and 
other hobbies, television, a li- 
brary and opportunities for vol- 
unteer service for other agen- 
cies. On request, the Senior Citi- 
zens office will send regular bul- 
letins of upcoming programs and 
schedules. 

Among summer activities are 
the choral group of the Fifty 
Plus Club, square dancing group, 
hobby instruction and art class. 

A major activity of the center 
is the Fifty Plus Club which 
meets from 3:30 to 10:30 p.m. 
Saturday at 5800 Arsenal. The 
Tower Grove bus passes in front 
of the center. 

The Jewish Community Cen- 
ters Association sponsors five 
clubs with meetings on Monday, 
Tuesday, Wednesday, Thursday 
and Sunday afternoons. All are 
at the Y.M.H.A.-Y.W.H.A., 724 
Union boulevard, a short walk 
from the Delmar streetcar or 


ys. 

Information on many other 
senior citizens clubs is available 
from Martha Carr of the Post-

unexpected success with today’s 
hand. He ended a wild auction 
with a sacrifice call of seven 
hearts, was doubled and made 
it with a favorable opening lead. 
The East-West opponents had a 
cold smal! slam at spades. 
Reichenbach met the hand in the 
1958 Monte Carlo rubber bridge 
event, which he won, and the 
deal was noted by “The British 
Bridge World.” 


North opened with one club 
and South planned to make a 
pre-emptive response of three 


‘hearts, telling his partner he had 


long hearts and nothing else and 
at the same time making it dif- 
ficult for West to come in. When 
East intervened with a jump 
overcall of two diamonds, South 
automatically bid three hearts, 
as planned, and then realized, 
too late, that as it was now a 
single rather than a double 
jump, it showed slam interest. 


West also jumped, bidding four 
spades with his fine hand, but 
North saw a slam if South could 
handle the spades, and he called 
five diamonds, showing first- 
round control of East’s suit. East 
now said six clubs, cue bidding 
North’s suit on a singleton al- 
though this call usually shows 
the ace or a void. Reichenbach 
bid six hearts, hoping to stop the 
auction at that point, and when

Uncle Ray’s Column oa 
Danger in Whale Hunts 


NEW BEDFORD, Mass. 

THIRTY-FIVE YEARS have 
passed since the last whalemen 
sailed out of Buzzards Bay. The 
whaling industry has died in 
New Bedford, and I am glad 
such is the case. I feel sym- 
pathy for the giants of the 
ocean, and would consider it a 
great mistake to let them be 
exterminated. 

Whaling vessels stil] go forth 
from ports in some other parts 
of the world.
